will, therefore, degenerate into a mere 
formality, the real record of those pres- 
ent, iinrt not voting being made by the 
clorU. 


Nnth withstanding this defect—an ef- 


fect which arises from the desire of 
Mr. Crisp not to follow in the exact 
footsteps of Mr. Reed, even though he 
trciuls tho same path—Mr. Reed did not 
oppose; the rule, regarding it the same 
principle as his own.

Mr. 1?. E. Fcrnow, the forestry expert 
of the department of agriculture, has 
summed up, in Century, the forestry 
legislation of Europe. Continental ex- 
periences should have their lessons .for 
the United States. A brief summary of 
Mr. Fernow's articla follows: 


In Germany the various governments 


own and manage, in a conservative 
spirit, about one-third of- the forest 
area, and they also control the man- 
agement of another sixth, which be- 
longs to villages, cities, aud public in- 
stitutions, in so far as these communi- 
ties are obliged to employ expert Lor- 
esters, and must submit their, workin'g1- 
plaus to thu government for approval, 
thus preventing improvideiitUiid waste- 
ful methods.

Tliu otherlinU of the forest property, 


in the hands of private owners, is man- 
aged 
mostly without 
interference, 


although upon methods similar to 
those employed by the government, 
and by trained foresters who receive 
their education in one of the eight 
higher and several lower schools of 
forestry which the various govern- 
ments have establishc:!. 


The several, states differ in their

ing to the state but loyalty and 
obedience to necessary laws. The state 
owed all to him.

In its 


destruction there has been no influence 
more potent than the doctrine of pro- 
tection. In its very essence it assumes 
that one set of individuals is not as 
strong as another set of individuals, 
that a man isn't able to stand up be- 
fore tlie world and win his own way 
through it. In practice, it has fostered 
the idea that one class must he made 
to contribute to another and far small- 
er class; that the government has the 
right to interfere in tho affairs of its 
citizens and determine how much of 
one man's goods shall be giTen to an- 
other man. It has made the govern- 
ment a part of and a party to the 
money^getting machinery of the fav- 
ored class, and has made money-getting 
a governmental function, leaving the 
minds of the citizens with no sense of 
their personal independence'and indi- 
vidual responsibilities. 
We are 
no 


longer a. nation of sovereigns, but of 
dependents. So paternalism drifts into 
socialism, and so protection comes back 
to ~the protected ~in the appeal 
of 


Coxey's "army" for help. 


In this country the masses have not 


yet learned to apply the logic of the 
situation; but they are fast learning it. 
It is no new idea; the inevitable conse- 
quences of protection were foreseen 
years ago by students of sociological 
tendencies.

The people of the republic live in 


the present and care very little for the 
incidental details of American history, 
w fprrtho current events which will be 
of important historical value to future 
generations. We do not preserve our 
landmarks, as the peoples of the old 
world are accustomed to do. 


For example, Old Ford's theater, in 


the judgment of many, should have 
been preserved just as it was on the 
occasion of the assassination of Pres- 
ident Lincoln. It should never have 
been used as a government office. 
Then, just opposite the old theater, is 
the little brick house in which Pres- 
iilcnt Lincoln died. Congress, ought 
long'yeurs ago to have purchased and 
maintained that property. It was sug- 
gested again aiid again 
in 
public 


prints, and occasionally in the house 
of representatives, but nothing came 
of it. 
.

' 


The house is now leased by the 


Memorial Association <Sf the District 
of Columbia. This Memorial associa- 
tion is composed of some of the leading 
citizens of the country, presided over 
by Chief Justice Fuller, of the United 
States supreme court, and is actuated 
by purely public spirited motives. Al- 
though its members have ihet with 
comparatively 
little encouragement 


from congress so far, they have, at 
their own expense, leased this prop- 
erty for one year, in the hope that by 
the expiration of that time the nation- 
al legislature will see the wisdom and 
appropriateness of 
purchasing the 


property outright for a national mu- 
seum of relics of the martyr president. 


Upon all great occasions 
which 


bring throngs of people to the nation- 
al capital, the thousands or tens of 
thousands of visitors seek the spot 
where Lincoln died. The house has 
been maintained as a private residence 
so that the interior could not be seen 
without annoyance to the family re- 
siding there. Finally the owner was 
called upon so many times by sight- 
seers that he concluded to charge an ad- 
mission fee to those who wanted to see 
the bedroom which became so sudden- 
ly and so sadly historic. The Memorial 
association wants the house to be open 
to the public free. 


The large collection of Lincoln relies 


which are now on exhibition in this 
building belongs to Capt. O. H. Olroyd, 
who commenced-collecting these arti- 
cles as far back as 1800. They were 
preserved until recently in the house 
at .Springfield, III., where Lincoln re- 
sided when he was elected president. 
The house was given to the state by 
Robert T. Lincoln, and until recently 
Capt. Olroyd was custodian. 


The Memorial association regards 


the 01rojTd collection of about three 
thousand pieces as a good nucleus of a 
museum of the life of Lincoln. 
They 


expect to receive valuable relics from 
time to time from every part of the 


this matter from tlie inception of the 
idea. '.The Illinois members of the 
house of representatives are in earnest 
about it. and their effortsnre seconded 
by encouragement from the represen- 
tatives from other states. Many south- 
ern men come forward and say that 
Lincoln belongs to the entire country,' 
and his memory is a common heritage.

From the cellar of the Smithsonian 


institution the Memorial association 
secured the chair in which Lincoln sat 
when Booth fired the fatal shot. It is a 
mahogany rocker, upholstered in red 
damask, which even in this day shows 
in dark stains where the blood of the 
murdered president flowed. 
Accom- 


panying this is the hat which Lincoln 
wore on the fatal night, a tall, old- 
fashioned bearer with a black band, 
such as he is always pictured as wear- 
ing. The record states that these rel- 
ics were deposited with the institution 
the day after the assassination, prob- 
ably by the military or some of tho 
theater attaches. 
They have hcen 


placed on the spot where stood tho 
bed in which the president died, and 
which the association has hopes of se- 
curing, together with many other rel- 
ics owned in this city and throughout 
the country.
